Money  In,  Money  Out

Every  year,  the  Pacifica 
Foundation  Board  ap- 
proves Pacifica  budgets 
for  the  fiscal  year.  This 
year  the  numbers  were,  as 
always,  a  little  bit  larger 
than  last  year.  The  prob- 
lems were,  however,  the 
same:  chronically  under- 
paid staff,  shrinking  sour- 
ces of  federal  monies, 
shortage  of  funds  for  Paci- 
fica Radio  News,  etc. 

Yet  somehow  the  job 
gets  done.  Somehow  we 
;iianage  to  run  five  radio 
stations  and  broadcast  to 
a  potential  audience  of 
well  over  20%  of  the 
United  States  population, 
with  a  variety  of  voices 
unheard  of  on  commercial 
networks.  Pacifica  still  de- 
livers the  closest  thing  to 
media  democracy  on  the 
American  airwaves.  The 
credit  really  goes  to  the 
listeners,  who  regularly  con- 
tribute the  lion's  share  of 
our  budget,  allowing  Pa- 
cifica to  remain  free  of  the 
levelling  effects  of  the 
"market." 

Money  In 

This  year,  Pacifica  sta- 
tions, Pacifica  Radio 
News  and  the  Program 
Service  are  scheduled  to 
bring  in  $2.76  million.  It 
comes  from  the  following 
sources,  (figure  1):

Business  and  Finance 
lion,  representing  67%  of 
the  budget.  Although,  in 
dollars,  this  will  be  an  all- 
time  high,  in  percentage 
terms  it  is  about  average. 
This  does  not  bode  well  in 
view  of  theshrinking  bud- 
getary  role  of  federal 

grants.  (Last  year  grants 
accounted  for  23%  of  the 
total  income,  this  year,  it's 
only  18%).  Pacifica  must, 
in  an  era  of  Reaganomics, 
prepare  itself  for  grant 
support  to  eventually  drop 
to  zero— a  prospect  which 
is  not  perhaps  all  negative. 
The  national  entities— 
Pacifica  Radio  News, 
Pacifica  Program  Service 
and  Radio  Archives- 
bring  in  a  total  of  5%  of  the 
organization's  income. 
This  includes  sales  and 
subscriptions  to  their  serv- 
ices, and  this  year  almost 
$80,000  in  grants  to  Pacif- 
ica Radio  News.  The 
major  grant  to  Pacifica 
Radio  News  has  made  it 
possible  to  move  to  mod- 
ern new  facilities  and  to

people  costs  were,  once 
again,  the  largest  item  in 
the  budget:  $1 ,090,000  for 
station  personnel  and 
$200,000  for  national  staff 
(at  the  National  Office  and 

at  Pacifica  Radio  News 
and  Program  Service/Ra- 
dio Archives).  Together, 
they  represent  approxi- 
mately 47%  of  the  total 
expenditures.  This  is  a 
slight  decrease  (in  both 
real  and  percentage 
terms)  in  the  amount  of 
Pacifica  resources  going 
to  the  people  who  make  it 
happen.  We  can  only 
hope  that  listener  contri- 
butions exceed  their  pro- 
jected levels  and  take  up 
the  slack.  (Here  we're  not 
even  talking  about  the  vol- 
unteers, who  actually  ac- 
count for  the  majority  of 
people  working  in  the  sta- 
tions!) 

Station  administration 
is  another  big  item,  total- 
ling $660,000  or  approxi- 
mately 23%  of  the  total 
expenditures.  This  pays 
for  all   the  non-program

start,  as  of  March  1  st,  send- 
ing the  news  via  satellite. 
This  should  bring  new  in- 
come to  the  news  from 
non-Pacifica  station 
users. 

Of   the   $2.81    overall 
'Pacifica   expenditures. 


physical  necessities;  every- 
thing from  rent,  utilities 
and  transmitter  towers  to 
paperclips. 
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Programming  expenses 
include  tapes,  equipment 
maintenance,  news  serv- 
ice and  other  forms  of  pro- 
gram purchase. 

Development  and  out- 
reach includes  money 
spent  on  the  Folio,  ex- 
penses for  crafts  fairs,  and 
other  community  events. 
Money  to  make  money,  a 
cynic  might  say. 

Finally,  a  big  chunk  of 
the  overall  Pacifica  ex- 
penditures goes  to  the  na- 
tional functions  of  the 
Pacifica  network.  The  sta- 
tions pay  a  levy  according 
to  their  overall  financial 
strength  ranging  from 
$123,000  for  KPFA  and 
KPFK  to  $15,000  for 
WPFW.  The  stations  levies 
amount  to  $362,768  and 
account  for  73  percent  of 
the  national  income,  (and 
about  67  percent  of  na- 
tional expenditures).  The 
balanceofthe  income  con- 
sists of  money  generated 
by  the  sale  of  Pacifica  sta- 
tions and  other  interested 
parties,  grants,  loans,  and 
this  year  just  plain  deficit. 

The  major  national  ex- 
penditures are  for  the  na- 
tional office  and  for  the 
Pacifica  Radio  News.  The 
National  Office  is  the 
facilitator  and  organizer, 
representing  Pacifica  to

government  and  outside 
agencies,  arranging  for 
the  division  of  resources 
(read  training,  account- 
ing, planning,  equipment) 
within  the  organization.  A 
major  part  of  its  $220,000 
budget  is  $70,000  for  sta- 
tion expenses,  which  in- 
cludes insurance  and 
legal  fees.  The  latter  are 
running  high  with  the 
increasingly  hostile  en- 
vironment in  Washington, 
especially  with  the  chal- 
lenge to  our  Washington 
station  license. 

The  Pacifica  News  Serv- 
ice provides  up  to  five  na- 
tional or  international 
news  stories  per  day,  quite 
unlike  those  which  the 
other  news  services  pro- 
vide. This  is  our  flagship, 
so  to  speak. 

Ourother  national  serv- 
ices are  the  Pacifica  Pro- 
gram Service  and  Pacifica 
Radio  Archive.  Supported 


by  14  percent  of  our  na- 
tional budget  ($78,793), 
they  are  responsible  for 
theexchangeof  programs 
among  the  Pacifica  sta- 
tions and  for  making  our 
programs  and  archives 
available  to  other  radio  sta- 
tions, to  schools,  colleges 
and  libraries. 

All  in  all,  we  feel  that 
Pacifica  is  doing  the  most 
with  the  least.  Our  whole 
scale  and  ecology  are  dif- 
ferent than  that  of  the  com- 
mercial stations,  but  then 
so  is  our  programming. 
Pacifica  listeners  get  a 
uniquely  wide  spectrum 
of  cultural  and  informa- 
tional offerings  for  the 
dollars  they  pledge  with 
their  subscriptions.  And 
in  an  era  when  we  are 
increasingly  under  attack, 
these  dollars  (and  this  pro- 
gramming)  are  more 
needed  than  ever.  Please 
keep  the  support  coming. 
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WPFW  is  lincensed  by  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  to 
the  Pacifica  Foundation,  Inc.,  an  independent,  non-endowed  broad- 
cast group  that  created  the  concept  of  non-commercial,  listener- 
sponsored  American  radio  in  1949.  The  Pacifica  Foundation  national 
office  and  tape  library  are  at  5316  Venice  Boulevard,  Los  Angeles.

I  want  to  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  the  WPFW  listeners 
who  came  forward  this  Spring  and  joined  the  hundreds  of  other 
listeners  who  support  the  station  financially.  Even  given  that  every 
dollar  is  difficult  to  part  with  these  days,  your  WPFW  dollars  are 
ones  which  provide  ancillary  support  to  the  many  community 
organizations  who  use  these  public  airwaves  to  expose  what  they 
are  doing.  They  are  the  dollars  which  support  the  preservation  and 
exposition  of  the  fine  music  this  station  uses.  They  are  the  dollars 
which  provide  a  public  forum  for  ideas,  whether  we  all  agree  with 
what  everyone  else  is  saying  or  not.  Thank  you. 

WPFW  like  the  rest  of  public  radio  has  been  going  through  a  very 
difficult  period  financially.  Many  of  the  traditional  funding  sources 
for  public  radio  have  been  forced  to  reduce  their  allocations  to  radio 
production  entities.  Individuals  tend  to  think  twice  about  taking  on  a 
"bill"  which  won't  ever  arrive  in  the  mail.  Some  radio  stations  have 
addressed  this  situation  by  increasing  the  number  of  membership 
drives  per  year  in  order  to  even  out  the  cash  flow  into  the  station.  I 
would  appreciate  hearing  from  you  on  this  question.  Having  just 
listened  to  our  Spring  Drive,  you  might  have  a  clearer  notion  of 
whether  or  not  the  station  should  consider  a  Summer  Drive. 

The  annual  WPFW  budget  is  being  published  in  this  program 
guide.  Unfortunately,  whenever  income  falls  below  what  is  pro- 
jected, the  only  "fat"  we  can  cut  is  in  the  salary  area.  This  year  that 
has  meant  that  we  were  unable  to  hire  an  additional  staff  person  to 
work  in  News  and  Public  Affairs.  We  were  also  unable  to  increase 
the  current  low  salaries  of  some  staff  people.  In  addition,  although 
we  keep  chipping  away  at  our  wish  list,  there  are  growth  items  on  it 
which  we  cannot  afford  to  accomplish  right  now.  These  range  from 
hiring  a  carpenter  and  buying  $1500  worth  of  supplies  to  complete 
another  studio,  to  buying  a  van  from  which  we  can  do  our  remote 
productions. 

The  bottom  line  question  for  a  public  radio  station  like  this  one  is 
whether  or  not  its  service  is  needed.  We  believe  that  listeners  will 
support  a  public  radio  station  which  is  important  to  them.  The 
Pacif  ica  Report  this  month  details  for  you  how  the  Pacif  ica  Founda- 
tion stations  support  themselves  and  how  they  are  spending  sup- 
port money.  The  first  of  these  stations  went  on  the  air  in  1948  and 
was  the  first  listener-supported  station  in  the  country.  Currently 
there  are  five  stations  in  the  PacifiGa  broadcast  group.  While  our 
programming  differs  in  each  signal  area  we  are  united  by  our  Char- 
ter. . .  ". .  .to  provide  outlets  for  the  creative  skills  and  energies  of 
the  community."  "...to  contribute  to  a  lasting  understanding 
between  individuals  of  all  nations,  races,  creeds,  and  colors"  and 
". .  .to  promote  the  full  distribution  of  public  information." 

Each  of  the  five  stations  pools  a  percentage  of  its  income  to 
support  a  national  administrative  office,  a  national  news  bureau  and 
a  national  program  distribution  service.  Each  station  is  responsible 
to  its  community  of  license. 

The  selection  of  the  general  manager  of  WPFW  is  made  by  a 
committee  responsible  to  the  local  board.  Administrative  managers 
(the  general  managers  and  executive  director)  are  vice-presidents 
of  the  Foundation. 

The  national  board  of  Pacifica  is  composed  (in  the  majority)  of 
two  elected  representatives  from  each  of  the  five  local  station 
boards.  Both  local  and  national  board  members  serve  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  as  do  the  President.  First  Vice-President  and  Treasurer  who 
are  elected  annually  by  the  national  board. 

The  Pacifica  National  Board  meets  three  times  each  year  to 
review  policy  matters  and  approve  the  annual  budget.  The  next 
national  board  meeting  will  take  place  in  New  York  on  May  7-8,  at 
which  time  the  annual  election  of  officers  will  occur. 

The  WPFW  Board  meets  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month. 
Members  of  the  public  who  have  an  interest  in  serving  on  the  WPFW 
Board  or  working  with  WPFW  Board  committees  should  mail  a  letter 
of  interest  and  a  resume  to  the  Chairperson,  in  care  of  WPFW.

Jon  Hills 
First  Light

Try  to  imagine  a  6  foot  7  inch 
native  Washingtonian  with  long 
hair,  who  never  played  basket- 
ball. He  probably  takes  things 
very  seriously,  wouldn't  you 
guess. 

Believe  it  or  not,  people  still 
like  to  joke  with  tall  people. 
"How's  the  weather  up  there?" 
And  this  joking  affects  WPFW 
late-night  programmer  Jon  Hill 
the  same  way  he's  affected  when 
people  tell  him  that  he  plays 
"way  out"  music.  "Until  I  learned 
how  to  tie  my  shoes,  that  was 
way  out  to  me,"  Hill  says,  "the 
music  I  like  just  hasn't  reached 
the  popular  consciousness  yet." 

The  music  that  Jon  Hill  likes 
and  plays  on  his  "First  Light" 
program,  heard  Saturday 
nights/Sunday  mornings  from 
1 :30  am  to  6.00  includes  Ornette 
Coleman,  Miles  Davis,  both 
"cool"  and  "progressive"  musi- 
cal innovators.  "I  remember  the 
first  time  I  saw  Coltrane  in  per- 
son. .  .Thelonious  Monk." 

Although  Hill  grew  up  in 
Washington,  attending  Cardoza 
High  School  from  1956-'59,  he 
lived  in  New  York's  Greenwich 
Village  during  an  important 
stage  of  his  life  and  its  life— the 
1960s.  There  he  heard  and  heard 
about  jazz  music,  often  wonder- 
ing what  attracted  people  to 
other  more  "popular"  music. 

Still,  Hill  came  from  a  deeply 
religious  black  family  which  lis- 
tened mostly  to  Gospel  music, 
and  which  emphasized  work  and 
employment  ahead  of  sports 
and  athletics. 

First  Light  was  first  heard  on 
the  airwaves  of  WPFW  in  March. 
1980  in  the  5:30  am  to  7:30  slot 
on  Saturday  morning.  Hill  first 
volunteered  at  the  station  dur- 
ing a  membership  drive  in  April, 
1978.  His  first  assignment, 
straighten  out  the  tape  library  at 
the  studio  located  on  1 8th  and  U 
Streets,  N.W.

A  distant  18  years  after  his 
assassination,  many  people  will 
find  it  hard  to  understand  why 
black  people  honor  him  now 
more  than  ever  before... the 
stormy,  controversial  and  bold 
young  captain— bold  soldier- 
Malcolm  X. 

His  family's  "slave  name"  was 
"Little,"  but  in  Harlem's  after 
hours  street  life  he  was  annointed 
"Detroit  Red,"  for  his  reddish 
brown  conked  hair,  hometown. 
In  prison  he  was  "resurrected 
from  the  dead, "as"BrotherMal- 
colm"  when  he  accepted  the 
religion  of  Islam  as  taught  by  the 
Honorable  Elijah  Muhammad. 

He  earned  the  "X"  in  his  name 
after  passing  a  rigorous  exami- 
nation of  Mr.  Muhammad's  "Les- 
sons." 

The  "X"  symbolized  the  Black- 
man's  lost  Muslim  name  in  the 
mathematical  term  for  the  "un- 
known quantity,"  and  it  symbol- 
ized rejection  of  the  American 
culture.  He  was  an  "ex"  Ameri- 
can so-called  Negro. 

He  was  neat,  clean-cut,  articu- 
late. He  had  the  self-assurance 
(some  said  arrogance,  even  cock- 
iness) born  of  discipline  and 
reinforced  by  a  strict  dietary  law 
that  forbids  alcohol,  all  types  of 
smoking,  and  the  eating  of  unfit 
food— particularly  pork.  He  knew 
that  thousands  of  other  black 
men  felt  exactly  as  he  did,  they 
were  known  as  the  "Fruit  of 
Islam,"  the  "F.O.I.,"  they  were  an 
army,  a  military  class.  Malcolm 
X  was  ever  a  soldier. 

Black  women  adored  Brother 
Malcolm.  It  would  not  be  unfair 
to  imagine  otherwise  restrained 
sisters  literally  swooning  in  his 
wake,  often  seeing  in  him  the 
man  they  felt  they  could  not  find 
for  themselves.  Still,  he  was  an 
upright,  faithful  husband  and 
father. 

To  the  corner  boys,  the  young 
men  who  flocked  to  the  Black 
Muslim  movement  heeding  his 
call,  he  was  the  altogether  wordly 
and  wise  father  figure  many  of 
them  never  had.  From  the  streets 
of  Harlem  by  way  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Hard  Knocks,  to  the  suites 
of  Harvard,  Oxford,  Brother  Mal- 
colm wentchampioning  thedown- 
trodden  black  man's  cause.  He 
preached  Mr.  Muhammad's  mes- 
sage of  racial  separation  as  a 
solution  to  the  centuries-old  prob- 
lems caused  by  slavery.  He  also 
knew  his  place  in  the  overall 
racial  equality  movement  that 
swept  the  country  in  the  1950s 
and  1960s. 

He  said,^'. .  .Whenever  I  say 
something,  white  America  makes 
a  concession  to  the  NAACP." 

Then  an  ill  wind  blew  among 


Malcolm  X,  born  May  19,  1925. 
Listen  Thursday  May  19,  1983  at 
10  am  to  a  documentary  on  the 
life  of  El  Hajji,  Malik  Shabazz. 

the  Muslim  converts  in  the  "Wil- 
derness of  North  America."  After 
12  years  as  one  of  Elijah  Muham- 
mad's most  trusted  disciples,  Min- 
ister Malcolm  grew  apart  from 
his  leader.  First  was  Minister 
Malcolm's  publiccensureforthe 
"chickens  come  home  to  roost" 
statement,  then  an  open  break, 
followed  by  a  repudiation  of  Mr. 
Muhammad's  doctrines. 

Enmity  had  grown  among  the 
"seekers  of  peace."  Malcolm 
Shabazz— El  Hajji-Malik  Sha- 
bazz—was  gunned  down  five 
days  before  the  annual  "Saviour's 
Day"  observance  on  February 
26,  the  birthdate  of  the  Nation  of 
Islam's  "founder"  in  the  United 
States.  Master  W.D.  Fard. 

Passions  concerning  Malcolm 
X  and  what  he  stood  for  remain 
intense.  There  are  some  Afro- 
Americans  who  believe  in  Islam 
who  loathe  the  name  "Black  Mus- 
lims."  The  Black  Muslims  mur- 
dered Malcolm  X.  is  the  charge. 
Malcolm  X  was  a  traitor  or  worse, 
others  say. 

I  never  knew  Brother  Malcolm. 
I  never  saw  him  speak  in  person. 
I  did  work  directly  for  Mr. 
Muhammad  for2'/2  years.  I  was 
in  his  presence  often.  Ten  years 
and  four  days  after  Brother  Mal- 
colm was  slain  in  Harlem.  Mr. 
Muhammad  passed  peacefully 
in  Chicago. 

We  can  not  truly  honor  one  of 
them  without  fondly  lifting  up 
the  memory  of  the  other  man. 

As  for  Brother  Malcolm,  I'll 
regard  him  always  as  a  cour- 
ageous fallen  soldier.  Like  Den- 
mark Vesey  perhaps,  a  stormy 
and  bold  young  captain  who 
died  with  his  boots  on.  as  sol- 
diers are  born  to  die.  and  I'll 
remember  him  as  Ossie  Davis 
eulogized.  "He  was  and  is  a 
Prince.  Our  Shining  Black 
Prince."  who  was  willing  to  die 
for  the  cause  of  his  people.
